per bag, 76(+4, -3) ends per dm, 28(+2, -2) picks per dm., 
single blue stripe running along the length of the bag at 
the centre along with additional identification marking of 
two consecutive green warp threads at a distance of about 
150 mm away from any one side of the selvedge, dry sewn 
and conforming in all other respects to the current BIS 
specification (No. IS : 12650-2003, as amended till date) 
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shall be purchased or sold during the month of June, 2008. 
Every bag is to be branded with monogram to be specified 
by DGS & D, Kolkata with the name of the manufacturing 
mill printed on it as well as BIS certification marking. The 
average minimum breaking strength shall not be less than 
160 kgf for warp way and 145 kgf for weft way as provided 
in the aforesaid specification of BIS.
